The committee on the joint use of 
poles has now been 
working 
two 
years to perfect a form of agreement 
and a set of specifications 
covering 
the use of the same set of poles by 
electric companies in various lines. 
The committee is composed of rep­ 
resentatives oi the electric railways 
and lighting companies, of telephone 
and telegraph companies and of the 
American institute of Electrical En­ 
gineers. 
The committee will propose 
a method whereby the lines of these 
various companies, which of course, 
carry various degrees of voltage can, 
with safety to the linemen and to the 
public, be carried upon one pole line. 
The adoption of the report will, it 
i- believed, go a long way towards 
the removal from the streets of cities 
and villages of the numerous 
poles 
which at present are so unsightly. 
While the various companies are 
in no way hound to follow the s u g ­ 


g e s t i o n s of the committee, the fact 
that some of the most eminent elec­ 
trical engineers in the country, back­ 
ed up by the powerful organizations 
of public utilities, have [minted out 
a safe way of combining the various 


lines on one pole line will, it is be­ 
lieved. lead to their general adoption 
by many companies throughout the. 
count rv. 
The report was considered at the 
last meeting <d this Association, but 
was not at that time adopted, being 
sent back to the committee for cer­ 
tain c o r r e c t i o n s . 
It is hoped that it 
is no w in such shape that it will meet 
with the approval of the utilities and 
will lead to a much needed reform.

York)—The Kaiser will lose his gar­ 
ter. 
Such iJ the awful semi-official 
announcement made here today. 
The German war lord may he able 
to purchase hose-supporters in Ber­ 
lin, but English public opinion will 
not permit him to retain the dainty 
jeweled ribbon bestowed 
upon him 
by Queen Victoria and which carried 
with it membership in the oldest and 
most exclusive order of chivalry in 
the world—The Most Noble Order of 
the Garter. 
There is no doubt that tlie matter 
of removing the banners of the kai­ 
ser and the crown prince from the 
Garter Chapel in Windsor Castle is 
being carefully considered by offici­ 
al-. There is no precedent, however, 
for expelling a 
foreign 
monarch. 
High treason is* the only crime that 
can justify expulsion, and the lead­ 
ing authorities agree that it may be 
difficult to try 
one 
monarch 
foi 
treason to another. The last member 
of the order to be ignomiuiously ex­ 
pelled was John Duke of Ormond, a 
Jacobite nobleman, who saved his 
neck by fleeing the country. 
Those who insist that the black 
agled banners in the Garter Chapel 
must Be torn down as unworthy of a 
place among the historic em blem s 
hanging over the knight’s pews con­ 
tend that the G e rm a n s ’ 
action 
at 
Louvain, Termonde, Dinant and else­ 
where, give ample grounds for expul­ 
sion. 
They declare the kaiser is 
surely guilty of treason to the lofty 
ideals of chivalry on which the or­ 
der is based. 
They insist that the 
nohle-t blood of England, to say 
nothing of other European monarehs 
who are m em b ers of the order can­ 


not continue to regard as a ‘‘brother, 
lover and fellow”—according? to the 
rules of the order—a ruler 
with 
whom they are at war, and who they 
hold, has broken the laws of knight­ 
hood. 
Prince Henry of Prussia and the 
young duke of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha 
will almost certainly share the kai­ 
ser’s fate. 
Neither 
can 
Emperor 
Franz Josef well be allowed to keep 
his garter. 
But for the fact that he might he 
regarded as an innocent tool, the 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Got ha would 
have short shrift. 
Gartcr-king-at- 
arms takes a very grave view of his 
case for in addition to being a reign­ 
ing German prince, he is a “prince 
of Great Britain and Ireland.” 
Including King George, the czar 
and the kaiser, the order of the Gar­ 
ter numbers twelve 
emperors 
and 
kings and fourteen princes, while the 
>ther “knights companion,” include 
eleven British dukes, six marqueses. 
nine earls and one baronet (Sir Ed­ 
ward Grey). 
Almost as strong as the demand 
for the expulsion of the kaiser is the 
public desire for the bestowal ot a 
garter upon King Albert of Belgium. 
The kings 0f the Belgians i- certain 
>f a gartei* sooner or later, but the 
demand now is for an immediate be­ 
stowal, following the gallant defense 
of his nation against the Germans. 
In the meantime, in the 
Garter 
¡diapel at Windsor, the clergy of the 
order daily recites a prayer for the 
knights who are fighting.

scribed prayer is: 
“God save our

York*—How a former school-master 
now in the British army crawled 500 
yards across a battleleld to bring aid 
for wounded comrades, though he 
had himself been struck by a shell, is 
told in a letter which has been receiv­ 
ed by Rev. \V. Johnson, of York. 
A 
comrade accompanied him on 
his 
slow painful journey and they were 
seven hours crawling the 500 yards. 
The writer, Bernard Duchene, was 
a French master at Archbishop Ilol- 


g a te ’s school. 
Telling of his experi­ 
ences, he said: 
“On the morning of September fi, 
the general issued orders that we 
were to stand our ground at all costs. 
We did it, but at what costs! 
I w a s 
going to charge a village when a 
shell fell behind me, burst and hit 
me in several places—three times on 
the head, twice on the right leg at 
the ankle and thigh, and once on the 
left leg at the ankle. 
I was left on 
tht‘ battleleld and crawled to a hut 
and there 1 found nine others. 
“We were exposed to a terrible 


fire from the artillery and expected 
the hut to be town to pieces at any 
time. Toward the end of the second 
day we decided that two of u s should 
volunteer to fetch some help, so 1 
did, and another followed. 
“We were exactly 
between 
the 
French and German 
lines, so 
we 
started crawling on all fours. We had 
no sooner appeared at the door than 
—as it was a moonlight ’ night—the 
gunners saw us. 
How we escaped I 
don’t know. 
We just 
managed to 
turn the corner, and were safe, but 
it took us seven hours to crawl 500 
yards. When we reached the ambul­ 
ance in the French lines, I told the 
(*ure what 1 had done, and where my 
comrades were and had the supreme 
reward <>!’ hearing him say above the 
buzz: ‘You have done very well, my 
child.’ 
I felt him kiss me on the 
forehead and tainted away. 
Three 
hours later, when I regained con­ 
sciousness, I had the 
pleasure 
of 
knowing that my comrades had been 
saved.”

has trav elled ex tensiv ely . 
The first 
of the articles follows: 


BY WILLIAM DUDLEY FOULKE 
(W ritten for United Press.) 


Since the ou tbreak of the war ou r 
connection with England and France 
has been 
so mu ch closer than with 
Germany and 
information 
receiv ­ 
ed from English and French sou rces 
so inu eh more abu ndant than that 
receiv ed from German scou rces that 
the American pu blic has been in dan­ 
ger of forming too 
strong 
a bias 
against Germany and an ex aggerated 


estimate both of the v irtu es and of 
(he prospects of the allies. 


Now I hold no grief for Germany ; 
on the contrary , her u nprov ok ed in­ 
v asion of Belgiu m, the destru ction <>: 
Lou v ain and the magnificent cathe­ 
dral at Kheims 
fill me with horror 
and indignation. 
Yet 1 believ e that 
many of u s, in common with the Eng­ 
lish and French are inclined to thr< w 
u pon her the entire blame for thi> 
war and for the conditions which 
cau sed it inclu ding many things for 
which she is not ju stly responsible. 


For instance, nearly ev ery body is 
denou ncing what they call “Pru ssian 
militarism” which is held accou nt 
able for the war spirit in estimating 
her cu lpability in this respect we 
mu st first consider the cau ses which 
led to Pru ssian militarism. 


In the first place, what is the geo­ 
graphical situ ation 
of 
Germany ? 
She lies in central Eu rope 
between 
two inplaeable enemies. 
Ru ssia <>n 
the east and France on the west with 
a long frontier on each side, an open 
cou ntry ex posed to immediate attark 
in case of war. The cau se of this en­ 
mity is largely racial. 
It is tlie pre­ 
ju dice of the Latin and Slav against 
the Teu ton and of the Teu ton against 
the Latin and Slav . 
Probably one 
side is no more responsible for this 
than the other. 
It is inherent in ou r 
defectiv e hu man natu re. 
In addi­ 
tion to this, France wants to recov er 
Alsace and Lorraine, tak en from her 
by Germany in 187 0. 
Now Germany 
did not begin the war of 187 0, that 
was the 
fau lt 
of France 
and 
if 
France was conq u ered and had to 
giv e u p these prov inces the respon­ 
sibility for the bitter feeling occa­ 
sioned by this act cannot la* wholly 
laid to the door of Germany . 


Germany with an enemy on each 
side needed an ally and her neigh­ 
bor, Au stria, whose popu lation was 
in part of German stock , was will­ 
ing to join her for mu tu al su pport, 
and Italy , althou gh a cou ntry inhab­ 
ited by people of Latin origin consid­ 
ered her rights so seriou sly threaten­ 
ed by France that she too became a 
rather u n-natu ral member of the 
Triple Alliance, each 
member 
of 
which u ndertook to 
gu arantee 
the 
| others from simu ltaneou s attack of 
any two Eu ropean powers. 


Bu t against su ch alliance France 
needed an ally too, particu larly in 
v iew of the fact that the popu lation 
of Germany , was increasing 
each 
y ear by natu ral mu ltiplication mu ch 
more rapidly than her own. 
Her in­ 
terests and those of ' Ru ssia 
were 
identical and they accordingly form­ 
ed an alliance for mu tu al 
su pport 
and 
England, 
whose 
indu st ri 
whose commercial su premacy 
and 
whose nav y began to he threatenedh\ 
the indu stries, the merchant marine 
and the nav y of Germany , cu ltiv ated 
the friendliest relations with Franc« 
and Ru ssia, althou gh her interest> 
in the far east were q u ite oppose« : 
to thosd of the empire of the Uzar. 
It is hard to see that in these alli­ 
ances <>r “ u nderstandings” that one 
side was mu ch more to blame than 
tlu * other and the fact that Germany 
was armed* to the 
teeth 
ju st 
as 
France and Ru ssia were also armed 
followed necessarily from these geo­ 
graphical and political 
conditions. 
England wou ld hav e been 
compelled 
to do the same thing if she had been 
in the centre of Eu rope ex posed to 
hostile attack s on both sidesi 
Ev en 
America wou ld be forced to a sim­ 
ilar cou rse if we had no ocean to 
protect u s and were confronted with 
enemies both on the east and west. 
If Germany had not armed v ery tho­ 
rou ghly she wou ld hav e fallen long 
before this. 
She can no more 
he 
blamed than France can be blamed 
for arming to protect herself from a 
German inv asion. 
This thing look s 
to me as if it weie a part of the 
grist of the mills of the gods, part 
of the decree of 
fate. 
It is easy 
enou gh for England and for u s in 
America to say ‘You shou ld cu ltiv ate 
friendly relations end leav e 
y ou r 
q u arrels to the Hagu e Tribu nal’ hu t 
we ou rselv es hav e dared to remain 
u narmed if French ‘rev enge’ were 
threatening u s on one side and the 
Ru ssian bear on the other. Germany 
cannot he blamed for her military 
sy stem. 
It was necessary for her 
national life. 


Now what did this military sy stem 
mean? 
It meant preparation for in­ 
stant war. 
The preparation of Ger­ 
many was more complete than that 
of France and far more complete 
than that of Ru ssia, althou gh the 
Ru ssian array was mu ch the largest 
of all. It was so complete that with­ 
in a week nearly fiv e million troops
